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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


1. PRIZES. Prizes will be awarded for first, second and third places 
in the exhibits and competitions. In some cases special prizes, donated by 
interested persons, will be awarded. To encourage the boys and girls 
to enter as many exhibits as possible in a number of classes, the directorate 
will present to the one with the highest aggregate total of points, a silver 
cup, to the next two highest, smaller silver cups, and to the best exhibit 
in each class a fine engraved shield. Special cups are awarded in some 
classes. 

Prize winning exhibits of other years will be accepted for 
display purposes only. In determining the winners of aggregate awards, the 
following system of credits will be used: 1st prize, 3 credits; 2nd prize, 
2 credits; 3rd prize, 1 credit; however not more than 9 credits may be 
awarded in the aggregate score from any one class. 

The judge's decision will be final in all cases. It will not be necessary 
to award a prize unless he deems the entry worthy of one. 

2. Entries must be made in person or by mail, at the Fair Office, 
Y.M.C.A. on official entry forms obtainable at the Y.M.C.A. Unless otherwise 
specified entries close Monday, April 23rd, at 9:00 p.m. and exhibits 
must be at the Fair Office by 1:00 p.m., Saturday, April 28th. 

3. Parents must let boys and girls—even the youngest—make their 
entries and transact all business connected with their exhibits. 

4. The Fair Directorate reserves the right to refuse any entrant or 
exhibit not in accordance with the rules and regulations of the Fair, and 
where prizes are won by such exhibits they must be forfeited. 

5. Exhibitors must be boys or girls who have not passed their 21st 
birthday on April 30, 1956. 

6. Exhibitors will receive a ticket for one admission. 

7. SHOULD ANY EXHIBIT BE DAMAGED, LOST OR STOLEN, THE 
DIRECTORS WILL RENDER EVERY ASSISTANCE TO RECOVER SAME, BUT 
NO COMPENSATION WILL BE GIVEN TO THE OWNER OF THE EXHIBIT. 

8. All exhibits must remain till the close of the Fair—Saturday, May 
5th, at 10:00 p.m. 

9. Any class may be closed when the limit of accommodation has 
been reached. 

10. Fair Directorate are not eligible for competition in the Fair. 

11. All exhibits in the Good Eats class must be called for immediately 
after 10:00 p.m. Saturday, May 5th. All exhibits in other classes must be called 
for by 4:00 p.m. Monday, May 14th, 1956. All entries not called for after this 
date will not be the responsibility of the Boys' and Girls' Fair. 

12. All exhibits must be solely the work of the entrant. 

13. No SMOKING will be allowed in any part of the building. 

14. Should any question arise not provided for in the Rules and 
Regulations, the decision of the Directors shall be final.
